Now and then we hear of some over- 
zealous Romanist who boasts that, in a few 
years more, the Roman Catholics will have 
the control of America. It isan idle boast. 
The actual membership of our Protestant 


churches is to-day in excess of the entire 


Roman Catholic population. The increase 
of Romanists is indeed large, by natural 
descent, and by immigration. But the im- 
migration is beginning to fall off, and will 
decrease in the years to come. Treland can 
not spare another million of her population. 
That island can furnish a good living to 
most of its present people, and they will | 
remain at home. Then, their vices destroy | 
a large per centage of the Roman Catholic 
population among us. Nearly one-half of 
them are immoral, lazy, or worthless. They 


crowd our penitentiaries and fill our jails. 


They keep the lowest drinking places, and 
are the frequenters of saloons. The off- 
spring of the drunken and feeble are short- 
lived. And the result is that multitudes of 
the Roman Catholics among us do not live 
out half of their days. The havoc of dis- 
ease in the midst of the children of foreign- 
ers is frightful. The bad habits of the Ro- 
man Catholics are likely to be their ruin. 
If the priesthood would give more atten- 
tion to the industry and the morals of their 
own people, and less to the business of pro- 
selyting, their prospects would brighten. It 
is the opinion of the best informed among 
themselves that they lose as many every 
year by defection as they gain by perver- 
sion in America. And the increase by na- 
tural descent is but imperfectly indicated 
by the number of births, because so small 
@ proportion of all that are born grow up 
healthy and vigorous. 
The Roman Catholic element in our pop- 
ulation is certainly an element of trouble 
_and danger. It is also an expensive ele- 
ment. A class of people largely ignorant, 


- degraded, and vicious is a burdensome class, 


and demands care, patience, and watching. 
They will not take good of themselves. 
We must be humane and generous toward 
them, and seek to educate them and elevate 
them. Our danger arises not more from 
the fact that they are Roman Catholics than 
from the fact that they are vile and degrad- 
ed. The assertion that such a population 
is tooverwhelm us isareproach tous. The 
faney that they can ever gain the mastery 
of us is absurd. ' 


MottitupEs have supposed that Cali- 
fornia would become a great wine-producing 
country. They have presumed that vine 
raising and wine making would be lucra- 
tive in such a region as this, with soils and 
climate so well adapted to the business. 
But they have overlooked the high price of 
labor, the want of experience on these 
shores, the lack of skill, the exposure to 
waste, and the great cost of production gen- 
erally. And they have overlooked the 
competition of those countries where art 
and skill are carefully employed, and where 
labor is cheap, as well as the still sharper 
competition of the manufactories of spurious 
wines which flood the markets whith cheap 
and cheating fluids. There is probably 
more wine made in San Francisco, on the 
basis of raw spirits illicitly distilled from 
molasses and other materials, than is made 
in all the vineyards i in the state. The de- 
pression in the wine producing interests 
may proceed, in some measure, from the 


existence of such manufactories. -Finan- 


cially, wine-making is a failure in Califor- 
nia. The proprietors of some vineyards 
are forced to go into bankruptcy. Nearly 
all have found it a losing business. Tlfous- 
ands of gallons of wine are in cellars to-day 
that can not be sold for twenty-five cents 
per gallon, nor for“enough to pay for the 
cost of making the wine, when the cost of 
producing the grapes is not included. 
Wine vineyards do not pay. The city is 
too juicy for the country. Sugars and dye- 
ing materials are cheaper here than in So- 
noma. The tfial is over. It is settled that 
California can not, as yet, produce such 
wines as the world wants at prices to suit. 

We hope the experiment will not be pro- 
longed. We hope that no more vineyards 
will be planted for the purpose of making 
wine. Lat our vine-dressers raise grapes 
for the market, for the table, for preserv- 
ing, for making raisins, and for any other 
good purpose, but not for the making of 
wines; unless it be for the producing, in 
limited quantities, of those rare and costly 
wines which are needed for sacred purposes, 
for sicknesses, for use in the arts, and for 
other necessites. Ordinary wines and bran- 
dies we can get along without. They do 
more barm than good. They ruin the pro- 
ducers, financially ; they ruin the consum- 
ers, morally. Of old, the man of wisdom 
wrote, “ Wine is a mocker.” Of late, the 
man of unwisdom feels that “ Wine is a 
mocker.” Whoso would keep his purse, 
his power, and his purity, let him see that 
he let wine-making and wine-drinking alone.

jing the essential ideas and elements of 
Christianity, they wish to pass under its 


colors. Some of them may lack the nerve, 
others the honesty, others the intelligence, 
to admit that they advocate essentially a 
pagan mode of salvation, and that its prin- 
ciples are hardly in advance of Socrates, | 
Plato, Seneca, or. Antoninus. But, while 
their religion, in its method of salvation, is 
not unlike that of some of the old pagan 
philosophers—certainly not in advance of 
it—in moral earnestness and depth of moral 


- conviction, it comes far short of theirs. 


The ethical teachings of Socrates and Plato 
were full of the profound and irreconcila- 

ble distinction between right and wrong, 
the unflinching nature and certainty of di- 
vine justice, and of the unbending claims of 
truth and integrity. With them the ethical 
imperative had the clear, loud ring of Mount 


‘Sinai and the divine law: There was no 


letting down of the moral standard, no hid- 
ing of the element of Divine justice ; no 
thrusting of unmanly weakness and seati- 
mentality, or emasculated righteousness, in 
the place of it; no roué consciences, reduc- 
ing all divine claims to a few humanitarian 
idolatries and hobbies—nothing of all this, 


but, instead, an unflinching moral code, with 


stern and irreversible sanctions. Yet these 
systemizers, having a Christianity with 
the Christ left out, and a moral position far 
below, in earnestness and stamina, that, not 
only of some of the pagan philosophers, 
but also of some of the old Greek tra- 
gedans, would pass as among the . most 
Christian. of Christians. If they called 
themselves sentimentalizers, moralizers, af- 
ter a sort, humanitarians, easy optimists, 
paganizers, or Christianizers, without the 
Christianity, they would be candid and 
frank; and they would do little harm and 
exert little influence. They get their power 
from the thing they malign, and the name 
which they appropriate. It is because 
Christianity is known to bea thing of worth 
and power that they, claiming its endorse- 
ment while repudiating it, find any success, 
or favor, save with its enemies. They get 


_ currency from the cause they 


betray, destroy. 


It is of persons adopting a course like 


this that the apostle of love uses this severe 
language, forbidding any Christian fellow- 
ship withthem: 

“ Whosoever transgresseth, and abideth 
not in the doctrine of Christ, hath not God. 
He that abideth in the doctrine of Christ, 
he hath both the Father and the Son. If 
there come any unto you, and bring not 
this doctrine, receive him not into your house, 
neither bid him God-speed ; for he that bid- 
deth him God-speed ts er of his evil 
deeds.” 

That is, we are to. give no Christian en- 
dorsement to such a person. It would be 
a contradiction, and to share in falsehood ; 
to partake of sin. We-may treat him kind- 
ly as a map, a moralist, an educator, any- 
where outside of the range of his pirating 
on Christianity, but we must not endorse, or 
encourage, him inthat. Not abiding in the 
doctrine of Christ—freely confessing that 
he does not accept the Scriptural statement 
of the doctrine of Christ, he has no right to 
be called a Christian, nor have we a right 
totreat him assuch. D. 


Our Wills. 


When the aged Joshua, giving his dying 
counsels to the people of Israel, whom he 
had led to victory, urged upon them the 
exercise of a rational choice, he appealed 
to the central and distinguishing faculty of 
our nature. The manner in which he 
sought their decision is a tribute to human 
freedom. He set before them two distinct 
objects of choice, and strengthened their 
impulse toward the right by an honest 
avowal of his own determination : “As for 
me and my house, we will serve the Lord.” | 

The fact of accountability for action is 
recognized as an outgrowth of moral free- 
dom. Yet this does not set man up into a 
state of independence of God. If he 
es what is good, all goodness springs 
God and-is developed according to jae 
which the Deity has established; if he 
chooses evil, this, also, is subject to God, 
having its issues determined by laws which 
the Almighty grasps as the thunderbolts of 
his power. He that makes choice of Heav- | 
en, comes under the loving reign of his 
Heavenly. Father; he that chooses hell, | 
does not get away from God; for even 
there the laws of the universal King have 
sway. Moreover, the power of choice, 
‘though freely exercised, has its limitations. 
It is limited by capacities, by objects, and 
by time. Man can not. choose what is an 


“impossibility to his nature; he ‘can not 


choose beyond the ‘range of objects pre- 
sented, nor past the boundary of periods in 
which the opportunity exists. . 

But the human will, though a finite will, 


- is free to set itself against the will of God. 


Man holds the gateway of his soul’s cita- 


del, and, in unnumbered cases, keeps it 


barred against the entrance of his Sove- 
The will is strong—the strongest point in 
the whole framework of human nature—the 
pivot on which all moves. It fixes charac- 
ter. A man does not choose to have a 
moral character, for this is not an object of 
choice with him. He will have a moral 
character of some kind, because he is a 
man. But, what kind of a moral character 
he shall possess, he determines for himeelf 
by his own choosing. I¢is not the will in 
action, however, that settles the complexion 


~ of the character—not the mere act of choos- 


ing, but the state of the soul bebind the act, 
in obedience to which the act is put forth. 
Principles do not derive their goodness, or 
badness, from actions, but actions derive 
their goodness, or badness, from the princi- 
ples whence they proceed. This is true, 
not absolutely, but in relation to the actor. 
The choice made indicates what the condi- 
tion of the heart A man _ chooses to

«| gratification of his “appetite, and this pre- 
vailing love is the will that burns within 
him, and expresses itself in habits of intem- 
perance. He have there- 
fore he takes it. 

We speak of men as having nehee wills, 
or weak wills; but, uniformly, the will is the 


strongest part of our sature; and he who is 


regarded as having a weak will is merely 
weak towards good, while he is strong to- 
ward evil—proportipnately so, of course, 
for he may be one of’ a large class of weak, 
worthless persons, who have no force of 
character. We frequently see one, of a 
more positive nature than these, make many 
efforts to reform some vicious habit; he 


promises fair for a while only,’ “and falls,’ 


shortly, into his old waysof sin. Heseems, 
at times, to arouse all the energies of his 
soul in order to shake off the. fiend that is 
dragging him down. ‘But the fiend is really 
his own dominant will, that chooses to do 
iniquity. _We.call him. weak and vacillat- 
ing. We say his will is not strong enough 
to resist, and give him a sure victory over 
evil; but that which makes him seem 60 
irresolute is his conscience, fighting hard 
against his unholy will. What.he needs, in 

order to make a plain issue and come out, 
either for God, or Satan, without any re- 
servation, is more conscience, or a.great 
deal less. More conscience, under the in- 
fluence of the Holy Spirit, will lead him 
to bring his will over to the side of, God ; 

a conscience less active than it now is will 
leave him to settle firmly into his chosen 
ways of sin. The bold, bad man, who goes 
all lengths in vice, never hesitating in his 
acts, never resolving on reform, has reached 
this position of unrelenting godlessness, by 
throttling his conscience, persistently refus- 
ing to listen to its monitions, until this wit- 
ness for God in his soul lies imprisoned, as 
it were; in dungeons of silence, and the 


will, untroubled by its.voice, gathering the 
riotous passions of the depraved heart, 


holds high carnival in a course of remorse- 
less wickedness. 

Hence, a constant aim of the Christian 
preacher is, to enlighten the mind, and 
awaken into greater activity the conscience, 


of his hearer, in order to bring about in| 


him that desired decision of the will which 
will change the whole current of his life. 
Not more of the grace of the Holy Spirit is 
required, but fuller consciousness of it, as 
it already comes down. A steady stream 
of influence pours from Heaven upon the 
heart, and what is wanted is, greater acute- 
ness of perception, a clearer vision of things 
as they are, that the will —— yield to the 
divine summons. 

These few words prepare us, in a ond 
degree, to understand the use to which the 
will should be put in reaching, or at least 
seeking, the high aims of the Christian life. 
But I must rest the discussion here.
